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$405 million for a fresh start 
Ford signs refugee aid bill 


WASHINGTON (AP> - President 
Ford signed a $405 million bill Satur­ 
day to provide the funds to find 
homes, jobs, and a fresh start for 
more than 100.000 refugees from the 
war in Indochina. 


Now that the measure has b eco m e 
law, contracts can be signed with 
nine private, voluntary agencies to 
a ssist in r e se ttle m e n t of the 
refugees. More than $70 million is 
earmarked for this purpose 
Another $65 million of the money 
will go to the Defense Department to 
cover its cost 
in airlifting the 
refugees while $155 million is for 


food, medical care and other items 
and $15 million will assist 20,000 refu­ 
gees headed for third countries. 


The first 500 refugees will arrive at 
the new Indiantown Gap. Pa., camp 
Wednesday, a State Department 
spokeswoman said, as the movement 
from Pacific centers to the U.S. 
resumes As of Saturday there were 
63,168 refugees in Pacific camps. 
46.332 in U.S. resettlement camps 
and 19.467 had been processed and 
released. 
The money will be available until 
June 30. 1976 
Ford actually signed two m ea­ 


sures. One appropriates $405 million 
in special assistance to the refugees 
from Cambodia and Vietnam. It 
provides $305 million for the State 
Department to use in the relocation 
and resettlement of refugees Also 
$100 million will be made available 
through the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare to use in 
aiding the refugees with health and 
job counseling services in their re­ 
settlement in the United States 


A second measure authorizes total 
spending of $455 million for the 
refugees giving Congress the option 
to appropriate another $50 million 


should it be needed. 
The authorization bill requires the 
governm ent to m ake sure the 
refugees are told that they are free 
to return to their homelands if they 
wish and that their expenses would 
be paid 


Government 
funds, 
from other 
sources, had been used to pay the in­ 
itial costs of the evacuation of the 
refugees and setting up of refugee 
camp now in operation at Camp 
Pendleton. Calif ; EgUn Air Force 
Base, Fla ; and Fort Chef fee. Ark. It 
cost about $98 million and these 
funds transferred from foreign aid 


monies were almost depleted. 
Ford has set up a 
17 member 
citizens advisory com m ittee to assist 
in the refugee resettlement. It is 
headed by John Eisenhower, former 
ambassador to Belgium and son of 
the late President Dwight 1) Eisen­ 
hower 
President Ford originally asked 
for $507 million for the refugee aid 
effort. But the amount was reduced 
by Congress because its committees 
felt a precise number of refugees 
coming to this country was not really 
known 
If more money is needed 
when the situation is evaluated 
further, it undoubtedly would be 


voted by Congress Meanwhile, there 
is the $50 million extra authorized 


The refugee aid bill also required 
the administration to report to 
Congress within 30 days on how 
many refugees want to go back home 
and what arrangements are being 
made to help them do so It also must 
report on how the resettlement plan 
is working to find homes tor the 
refugees throughout 
the United 
States. During the last weeks of the 
war in Indochina. President Ford 
had ur«ed Congress to provide $972 
million in both militry and refugee 
aid to the embattled Indochina area.

But he said cooling inflation, an in­ 
creased money supply.lower interest 
rates and tax cuts - plus the 
deterioration of cars now on the 
road, and a strong used car market

MIAMI (AP) — Lester Freeman is 
looking forward to the day he will 
catch the 7:15 commuter blimp to 
work. 


“ T him p B lim p ” re a d s th e 
chalkboard above his desk, and the 
executive vice president of the 
Greater Miami Chamber of Com­ 
m erce intends to keep the faith. 


“ Nothing’s impossible.” Freeman 
said. ‘T m just not going to sit here 
and say blimps won’t work Go tell 
that to the guys who walked on the 
moon ” 


Freem an said Miami already has 
applied for funds in the event the 
federal Urban Mass Transporation 
Administration authorizes a pilot 
program to test commuter blimps’ 
feasibility. 


“ NASA is spending $250.000 for 
feasibility studies on lighter-than-air 
vehicles,” Freeman said. “ If pilot 
programs or demonstration projects 
follow. Miami wants a piece of the 
action.” 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, working with 
the Goodyear Aerospace Corp.. is to 
release results of its initial study 
next month. 


While NASA spokesmen are hesi­ 
tant to comment before that release, 
R.T. Madden, a Goodyear executive, 
indicated that the study could be 
favorable. 


‘‘The potential of buoyant vehicles 
for mass transit in urban areas is one 
of m any m issions we a re in ­ 
vestigating in our NASA feasibility 
study.” Madden said “ Initial results 
indicate this application may offer 
advantages not currently available 
with other transport system s.” 


Freeman said the dirigibles could 
prove an economic and ecological 
boon. 


“ We could reduce air and noise 
pollution in our cities, reduce land 
surface traffic and drastically cut 
the costs of mass transit systems. 


“ In Miami, we re paying $5 million 
for right-of-way for each mile of 


urban expressway. When we are 
thinking about sinking $1.5 billfcn 
into a program , I think all the 
choices — alternative and sup­ 
plemental — have to be studied/' he 
said. 


Freeman admitted that gaining 
public acceptance of blimps would be 
a major drawback 


“ For some reason, people just 
want to laugh about it.” he said. “ * 
But those sam e people a re n ’t 
laughing when they have to put up 
with the traffic, the pollution and the 
cost of gasoline Who knows what 
will be feasible 10 years from now." 


Freeman also conceded that there 
are some real impracticalities to 
commuting by blimp 


“ There are some aerodynamic 
problems, they're just too cum ber­ 
some right now And we don’t know 
if a blimp could be manufactured to 
carry enough persons to make it 
practical. ’ Freeman said 


“ But it's a hell of a dream , isn’t 
it'**’ 


Task force assigned to track down rapist 
Westside L.A. women jittery 


LOS ANGELES ( AP > - Police and 
residents were hesitant Saturday to 
talk about the person who has left a 
trail of 23 rapes and five slayings 
among elderly women in the city’s 
west side in the last seven months. 


The women have all been from 50 
to 93. most of them in their 00s. and 
all living within a 10-mile area 
around the Hollywood-Wilshire dis­ 
trict on the west side of Los Angeles, 
causing the attacker to be called 
“The Westside Rapist.’’ 
In an intensive manhunt, 
au- 


thorities assigned a special task 
force to track down the man they 
believe is responsible for the attacks 
stretching back to last fall. 
“ 1 don't want to talk about it,” one 
woman declared Saturday. 
“ Don't use my mime. I’m afraid 
enough as it is ” 
At a home for the elderly in the 
area a woman said no one wanted to 
discuss the matter. 
The police d e p a rtm e n t also 
remained tight-lipped with an officer 
saving only, “There's really nothing 
now.” 


Asked if the special squad con­ 
centrating on the case was aiming its 
efforts at the late night period when 
the attacks have occurred, the of­ 
ficer said. “ Our concentration is on 
every hour ” 
Police think the attacker is likely 
one person because of circumstances 
surrounding all 23. but they decline 
to discuss the specific details linking 
them 
The attacks have all come late at 
night, striking women who were 
alone at home or on the streets, said 
police. 
Suez Canal rates will double 
those of 1967 at reopening 


CAIRO (AP) - The Suez Canal 
Authority announced Saturday new 
rates for ships when the canal 
reopens June 5. They are nearly dou­ 
ble those in e ffe c t when the 
waterway was closed eight years ago 
by the 1967 Arab-Israeli war 
A uthority C h airm an M ahour 
Ahmed Mashour also told a news 
conference the charges would have 
to be raised again if there is a "con­ 
siderable increase " in the price of 
oil. 
Speaking in a garden outside the 
canal authority building in Cairo at 
tables with tea and pastries laid out.

be 1 611 SDRs for each ton of Suez 
Canal net tonnage for oil tankers and 
merchant ships and 1 772 SDRS for 
passenger and military ships Ships 
in ballast or empty will pay 1 289 
SDRs per net ton 
An authority official said one SDH 


equals $1 24 at current rates. 
Thus the new charge is ap­ 
proximately $2 per Suez Canal net 
ton in comparison with the 1967 
rates, which were 98 9 cents a ton 
A Suez Canal net ton is a special 
measure the authority has used to 
calculate rates for a long period 
because there is no international 
agreement on fixing tonnage rates 
There is also a Panama Canal net 
ton 
Mashour said the Suez Canal net 
ton was "a volume and not a weight 
that equals 100 cubic feet of a ship 
ready to receive cargo It means ap­ 
proximately two tons of cargo ” 
The 57-year-old engineer said using 
this formula the canal actually would 
be charging 0 80 SDRs for each ton 
He said the increase was ap­ 
proximately “ 90 to 100 per cent 
lie 
said this was "reasonable when you 
consider the price of oil has in­ 
creased by four times over 1967 
prices and inflation ” 
M ashour said the saving to 
shipowners using the 103-milelong 
waterway between the M editerra­ 
nean and the Red Sea instead of the 
route around the tip of Africa would 
be approximately $6 a ton 
Since the canal authority is taking 
$2. “ we think this is a very, very at­ 
tractive rate for ships using the 
canal and we think the rate structure 


we have established leaves most of 
the saving to the shipowners -’ 
D en n is M a rtin -J e n k in s , th e 
chairman of the London-based Inter­ 
national Chamber of Shipping, an 
owners’ association that represents 
two-thirds of the free world's ton­ 
nage, said the new rates were a 
"large increase but in view of in­ 
creases! costs it is somewhere near 
reasonable It doesn't appall m e.”

NEW YORK I AP> — The stock market ran into some 
stiff opposition from profit taking forces this past week, 
but recouped most of its early losses with a Friday rally 
aided by a new decline in the bank prime lending rate. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 industrials emerged with 
a 5.71 net loss at 831 90. while a good many other market 
measures finished on the plus side 
Standard L Poor's 500-stock index, for one. was up 15 at 
90 58. and the New York Stock Exchange composite 
managed to add 09 to 48 06. 
Testimony to the caution that dominated the market for 
most of the week was the sharp drop in NYSE trading 
volume, to 89 30 million shares from 120.77 million the 
week before 
The turnover total was the lightest in seven weeks. 
After a relatively steady session on Monday, the Dow 
dropped more than 19 points in the next two trading days 
in profit taking aggravated by the news that consumer 
prices had registered a renewed rise in April. 
The Labor Department's consumer price index for the 
month, issued Wednesday morning, climbed at a 7.2 per 
cent annual rate — twice the pace set in March 
But the market had recovered its balance again by 
Thursday, and the next day the Dow jumped 12 99 points 
in a rally that seemed to draw its inspiration from several 
sources. 
The most readily apparent was a prime rate cut by New 
York’s First National City Bank was 71 1 to 7 per cent — a 
two-year low — while the 7l i level was still in the final 
stages of spreading through the banking industry. 
In addition, there was continued evidence of dropping 
business loan demand and a growing money supply in the 
Federal Reserve s weekly money and credit statistics. 
And the NYSE reported after Thursday’s close that its 
short interest had hit a new high as of mid-May. 
The short interest is the number of shares borrowed and 
sold and not yet bought back by investors hoping to profit 
by price declines 
A large short interest figure is 
traditionally considered bullish because it represents as­ 


sured future demand for the stock or stocks involved. 
After its end-of-week recovery, the market was bidding 
to record its fifth monthly gain in a row The Dow showed 
a net advance of more than 10 points with four sessions to 
go in May. 
As the Stock Trader's Almanac published by the Hirsch 
Organization points out. only once in the past decade has 
the Dow turned in a plus showing for May — and that was 
a slim 6l^-point advance in 1972 
In all. 845 issues gained and 918 lost ground among the 
2.006 traded on the NYSE dunng the week

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
At the Pentagon they call it 
“ the fog of war.” 
And they blame it for the 
confusion and inconsisten­ 
cies in the story of the 
Mayaguez. They blame it 
for some of the questions 
that have not been 
answered and may never 
be answered. 
A painstaking study of 
the three-day saga shows 
delay in getting word to the 
President, inconsistent 
reports on casualties and 
confusion over Cambodian 
intentions. 
But the Am erican 
military followed a hastily 
drawn rescue plan that 
retrieved the ship and its 
•39 crewmen despite some 
foul-ups in carrying out the 
operation. 
This is the story of the SS 
Mayaguez. 
a 
plain 
American merchant ship 
without an American name 
that few Americans ever 
heard of before Monday 
May 12. 
The emergency message 
crackled over the radio: 
“ Have been fired upon 
and boarded by Cambodian 
armed forces at 9 degrees, 
48 minutes north, 102 
degrees, 53 minutes east. 
Ship being towed to un­ 
known Cambodian port.” 
The ship was the 
Mayaguez, a commonplace 
American freighter bound 
from Hong Kong to 
Thailand and then to 
Singapore. It had just been 
taken over by a rag tag 
band of Cambodians and, 
as the Mayaguez moved 
under armed escort at half 
speed toward a Cambodian 
island, the ship's radio 
operator kept sending that 
distress message, appar­ 
ently unnoticed by the 
Cambodian boarders. 
John Neal, an employe of 
the American-owned Delta 
Exploration Co. in Jakarta. 
Indonesia, heard the 
starting message on his of­ 
fice radio. After trying un­ 
successfully to contact the 
ship. Neal notified the U.S. 
embassy in Jakarta. 
Word then was flashed to 
Washington, arriving in the 
Pentagon's National 
Military Command Center 
53 minutes after Delta's 
radio plucked it out of the 
air. The time was 5:11 a.m. 
EDT Monday May 12. It 
was 4 11 Monday afternoon 
in the Gulf of Thailand. 
Thus 
began 
three 
dramatic days when the 
Mayaguez 
dominated 
center stage in what was 
viewed as a test of U.S. 
willingness to defend its in­ 
terests following reverses 
in Indochina 
The United States won 
the test and freed the 
Mayaguez and its 39 
crewmen. There was a 
price: 38 U.S. servicemen 
dead, three missing and 50 
wounded in all phases of 
the rescue operation. 
After the crisis was over, 
the Ford administration 
congratulated itself on 
reaffirming freedom of the 
seas in recapturing the 
10.500-ton cargo ship and 
torcing the release of the 
crew 
Public opinion polls 
reflected 
overwhelming 
approval of President 
Ford’s response to the 
seizure of the ship, and 
there was bipartisan sup­ 
port for the President in 
Congress 
Exultation over the 
succcessful outcome of the 
operation was tempered by 
the dawning realization 
that the cost in U S. lives 
was higher than the ad­ 
ministration at first in­ 
dicated. 
The belated official dis­ 
closure of the full casualty 
toll among U.S. Marines, 
sailors and airmen left 
room for the impression 
that the administration 
may have held back this 
bad news. 
Pentagon officials deny 
any such intent, blaming 
the foul-up on field 
reporting and difficulties 
in head counting after the 
operation. 
Early reports pictured a 
smoother operation than it 
turned out to be Actually, 
the Marines had a tough 
tight with a more heavily 
armed Cambodian force 
than the U.S. public first 
was led to believe. 
For this, Pentagon of­ 
ficials blame fragmentary, 
conflicting and confusing 
messages from the scene 
- “ the fog of war.” Some 
of the confusion has not yet 
been cleared up and some 
may never be.

the Mayaguez carried ‘ on­ 
ly general cargo.” The 
Pentagon said the ship was 
hauling some m ilitary 
cargo, describing it as mail 
and post exchange sup­ 
plies for U.S. servicemen 
-stationed in Thailand 
On the bridge that Mon- 
dav stood Capt Charles T. 
M iller, a 62-year-old 
veteran of more than 40 
years at sea 
Off the tiny rocky island 
of 
Poulo 
W a i, 
the 
Mayaguez was challenged 
by what the captain said 
was a motor torpedo boat. 
“ 1 reduced the ship s 
speed to maneuvering.” he 
recalled 
“ The engines were stopped 
at 11:21 a m after the gun­ 
boat had fired at me with 
antiaircraft guns I stopped 
the vessel and the motor 
torjxHio boat pulled along­ 
side.”

At 2:41 p.m Monday the 
aircraft carrier Coral Sea 
was about two days’ sailing 
time south of Singapore, 
bound for Australia, when 
she got word from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to turn 
around and head for wa­ 
ters off Cambodia.

destroyer Wilson received 
instructions to get un­ 
derway immediately from 
Taiwan 
About 19 hours after the 
Mayaguez was boarded, 
the U.S. government is­ 
sued a “ special warning” 
to mariners to stay well 
clear of the Cambodian and 
Vietnamese coasts. 
Out in the G u lf of 
Thailand, the Mayaguez’s 
captain was stalling. The 
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Cambodians wanted him to 
steer the ship to the port of 
Kompong Som. on Cam­ 
bodia's coast.

navigate.” Miller recalled 
” 1 said our radar was out.” 
So the Mayaguez spent 
the night at*1 anchor off 
Poulo Wai island The cap­ 
tain stayed on the bridge. 
His crew remained awake. 
The next morning, Cam­ 
bodian time. Miller reluc­ 
tantly hoisted anchor and 
the Mayaguez sailed in the 
general direction of the 
mainland as ordered by its 
Cambodian captors. 
Again, Miller tried to 
delay, “ hoping to see if our 
military would come to our 
aid.” TTie Mayaguez chug­ 
ged so slowly that it took 
about 5*2 hours to reach 
Koh Tang, an island about 
30 miles from the Cam­ 
bodian mainland. The ship 
anchored about one mile 
offshore.

Roughly these women 
number 800 million. That’s 
how the fertility gun is 
loaded. 
So the number of people 
living has increased 
dramatically.

of their lives has not. 
Malaria still kills about a 
million African children a 
year. Cholera, dysentery, 
typhoid and other water- 
born diseases kill five mil­ 
lion babies a year and at­ 
tack 500 million other hu­ 
mans. Available resources 
dwindle and there is not 
enough food, in some parts 


of the world. 
At least one out of four 
children born in developing 
countries will not reach the 
age of five. The main cause 
is malnutrition. Half of the 
children in those countries 
m ay be inadequately 
nourished, 
says FAO.

average birthrate is 31.5 
per thousand people and 
the average death rate is 
12 8, they are understan­ 
dably cautious. 
One of these is Dr 
Reimert Ravenholt, head 
of the population program 
for the U.S. Agency for 
In te rn a tio n a l 
D e v e l­ 
opment. 
Ten years ago. he says, 
the world was growing at 
the rate of 2 per cent per 
year. For every 14 deaths 
per thousand people there 
were 34 births. That meant 
with a 3.2 billion popula­ 
tion, 66 million more peo­ 
ple per year in 1965. 
Today, the growth rate 
has fallen to 1.6 or 1.7 per 
cent. That still means an 
annual increase of 64 mil­ 
lion people. “ But the trend 
is favorable and the annual 
decrease will be favorable 
in the years ahead,” 
Ravenholt says 
It will take more than a 
decrease in birthrate to 
satisfy some It will take a 
restructuring 
of age 
groups. It will mean fewer 
people in the reproductive 
age groups. The United 
States, for instance, is now 
at a replacement growth 
level, thanks to a social 
pattern in which young 
families are having fewer 
babies. But the potential 
birth rate in the United 
States, as in the world, is 
tremendous. Some experts 
applaud the current trend 
and worry about the poten­ 
tial. Some applaud the 
progress so much they tend 
to ignore the potential. 
“ T h is 
is 
r e a lly 
capricious.” says Robert 
Avedon, president of the 
privately funded Popu­ 
lation Reference Bureau. 
Anything of a social or an 
economic nature can trig­ 
ger a tremendous change 
in these fertile young peo­ 
ple If literally they start 
having babies at a rate in 
excess of the present rate 
•f two, you have a numbers 
game, an explosion, the 
likes of which this country 
nas no notion of.” 
To Avedon. and to his re­ 
search director. Leon 
Bou\ icr. zero population 
growth is w hen the popula­ 
tion's fertile age group is 
in balance with the rest of 
the population, 
thereby 
defusing the population 
'bomb.” 
“ Even if every woman in 
the 
world 
restricted 
herself to having two 
children by 1985,“ says 
Bouvier, “ we would still 
reach 8 billion people 
before we ever leveled off. 
Why? Because of this pent- 
up potential. I ’m not a pes­ 
simist. I'm not a doom- 
sayer myself, but I get 
burned up at the optimists 


who fail to see the tremen­ 
dous dynamics involved 
here.” 


Lester Brown, a popula­ 
tion and agriculture ex­ 
pert. called .Worldwatch 
Institute, sees it slightly 
differently. 
"The U.N. population 
projections show the world 
population going from the 
current four billion to 
somewhere between 10 and 
16 billion before it even­ 
tually stabilizes. I don't 
think it's realistic.” Brown 
thinks other things would 
interfere. 
The U N. projections, he 
says, are based on certain 
assumptions about family 
size based on current sur­ 
veys, then projected into 
the future They ignore, he 
says, concerns about 
ecology, human toxicology. 
“ Environmental distur­ 
bances are beginning to af­ 
fect death rates now in 
many countries of the 
world. ’ says Brown. 
There's something wrong 
with the notion that the 
earth's ecosystem will sup­ 
port four times as many 
people as we have today 
without coming apart, 
without the oceans dying, 
without too much heat be­ 
ing generated, without the 
climatic system going 
awry.” 
“ We tend to talk about a 
life solution or a death 
solution," says Peter Cott, 
executive director of the 
Population Institute, which 
operates with Foundation 
grants. “ The death solu­ 
tion w ill take care of itself, 
and we'll starve a lot of 
people to death before we 
get around to bringing it 
into 
b alance. 
W e ’ ll 
probably have enough wars 
and enough collapsing 
governments to take care 
of the death part.” 
It is that particular 
awareness — a political 
awareness - that is chang­ 
ing the fertility scene, 
many experts believe. 
Some nations that followed 
a policy that said more 
people is more power are 
deciding that the converse 
is true 
Food and population are 
today political exigencies 
Says Robert Avedon: 
"You've had in thi> year 
alone, traceable to popula­ 
tion pressures, changes in 
15 governments in the 
world, and that's a conser­ 
vative figure It's going to 
happen more and more - 
When bellies are empty 
and they have people 
marching and dying, 
they're going to have to 
start waking up ”

growth rates is the family 
p lanning a s s is ta n c e 
provided by the U.S.

“ I'm really quite en­ 
couraged and optimistic,” 
says Ravenholt. who heads 
the population division. 
“ This is my 10th year in 
building a world population 
program 
It wasn t until 
the late ’60s we began to 
get enough money and 
commodities njto these 
countries to make a dif­ 
ference. In many cases it 
wasn't until the last few 
vears " 


In its 10 years. AID has 
.spent about $750 million on 
population control. Ot that. 
$95 million has been given 
to the I ’.N. Fund for 
Population 
A ctivities 
which aids countries 
which, tor political or 
other reasons, cannot ap­ 
proach the U.S. for help 
For instance, AID has 
distributed 345 million 
monthly cycles of birth 
control pills, at 15 cents a 
cycle, almost a billion con­ 
doms and over six million 
I l ’DS 


Certainly the pill and 
other contraceptives, even 
ab o rtio n s 
— 
the 
afterthought control — 
have made great changes 
in the world’s birthrates 


Three European nations 
— West Germany. East 
Germany and Luxembourg 
— have stabilized their 
populations. Three others 
probably will reach that 
point this year — Austria. 
Belgium and the United 
Kingdom, says Brown of 
Worldwatch. 
They only 
constitute 4 per cent of the 
world's population, but. 
says Brown, “ it s a beginn­ 
ing and it shows countries 
can do it if they want to.” 


People seem to want to. 
There are an estimated 40 


to aO million abortions in 
the world each year 
In 
\N ashtngton, D C., last 
year, there were more 
abortions than live births. 
Brown says 
In Japan, in the late 60s, 
the birthrate dropped by 
one-fourth in just one year 


and popped up again the 
next year. Why? Because it 
coincided with the oriental 
calendar's Year of the 
Horse, during which 
female children are said to 
be born ugly and unable to 
marry.

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Vehicle inspections deleted from budget 
Auto safety lanes 
thing of the past

Motorists won’t have to skirt those 
vehicle inspection lanes much 
longer. 
Since no funds were included in the 
state's new budget, the program will 
end locally on June 30. It will, 
however, linger in other areas until 
Oct. 1 as officials seek to place 
civilian employes with other state 
agencies. 
What will replace these inspec­ 
tions hasn't been decided. Several 
proposals are being considered, such 
as employes of the Department of 
Motor Vehicles checking tires and 
brakes and the new emission control 
stations being expanded to include 
safety checks. 
Some program may be required to 
meet a federal requirement. Those 
states without a vehicle inspection 
program could face the loss of some 
tederal highway funds. 
The California Highway Patrol in­ 
itiated the program in 1986 to up­ 
grade safety equipment on vehicles, 
such as tires, brakes, lights and 
windshields. Officers later expanded 
the program to include mission con­ 
trol. 
Two in sp ectio n te a m s had 
operated in the local area until 
recently when one team was dis­ 
banded as part of the phase out 
program. These included both un­ 
iformed officers and civilians. 
With both teams operating, they 
could check up to 250 vehicles per 
day. 
How effective has the program 
been? 
“That's hard to say,’’ declared 
Capt. W. C. Jones, area commander. 
* This has been a voluntary program 
where officers did not try to delay 


motorists who said they had an ap­ 
pointment.” 
But some serious mechanical 
defects have been spotted, and 
several stolen cars have been 
recovered, he added 
‘‘We don’t know how many traffic 
accidents were really caused by 
headlights out of adjustment, broken 
glass or defective brakes. We did, 
however, spot several vehicles 
where gasoline dripped from broken 
lines onto the engines. The motorists 
were most grateful.” 
But in som e c a se s where a 
motorist knew he had a serious 
mechanical defect, he would drive 
around the inspection lanes. 
The demise of the inspection 
program came earlier this year 
when Gov. Edmund Brown Jr . 
deleted $10 million from the CHP 
budget earmarked for its operation. 
Regarding the federal mandate. 
Brown said he would discuss with 
federal officials the value of the 
program. ‘‘I don’t think the program 
has proved its usefulness. The 
results in saving of lives or deterring 
actions have not been shown,” he 
stated in a recent news conference 
“ I’ll make that argument if neces­ 
sary to the federal government. If 
they will not accept it and they condi­ 
tion large amounts of highway funds 
on that program, obviously that will 
have to be reviewed.” 
Brown said waivers from the 
federal requirement are possible 
since 13 other states aren’t in com­ 
pliance with the federal program. 
Two p o ssib le re p la c e m e n t 
programs were described by CHP 
Lt. Joe Deluca, assigned to the vehi- 
c le in s p e c tio n p r o g r a m in 
Sacramento 
An Assem bly bill pending in

Sacramento would establish a pilot 
program where Departm ent of 
Motor Vehicle employes would in­ 
spect tires and brakes on a half mil­ 
lion vehicles during the next fiscal 
year. 


Both items are included in the 
federal 
government's 
mandated 
safety inspection program. Such a 
pilot program may be expanded later 
to include inspections of other vehi­ 
cle equipment. 


The second program involves the 
Bureau of Automobile Repair which 
is opening an emission check station 
in Riverside County. 


The pilot program, which begins 
next September, will be voluntary 
with registered motorists in River­ 
side County being asked to bring 
theirVehicles in for emission checks 


But starting July 1, 1977, the 
program will be expanded into the 
five counties comprising the South 


Coast Air Basin. Emission inspec­ 
tions will then be required of all vehi­ 
cles having an ownership transfer or 
the initial registration of out-of-state 
vehicles, said Deluca. 
Officials are also discussing the 
possibility of expanding these sta­ 
tions to other vehicle inspections. 
Should the state have to comply 
with the federal safety inspection 
program, officials would have two 
choices, he added 
One would be a state operated 


program where vehicles would be in­ 
spected by state employes. The se­ 
cond would be for private, licensed 
automotive dealers making inspec­ 
tions and charging the vehicle 
owners for the service. 
Motorists might also be required 
to have these inspections made 
before permitted to register their 
vehicles, he said 
But. Deluca stressed, there is 
nothing definite on either proposal at 
the present time

Some 28.196 registered voters 
Tuesday will decide whether to give 
more money to the Pomona Unified 
School District for 1975-76 and 1976- 
77. 
In its ballot measure, the school 
district is asking for a 94 cent in­ 
crease per $100 of assessed valuation 
in its general purpose tax rate 
If approved, it would bring in $19 
million a year over the two-year 
period But at the same time, the 
owner of a $20.000 borne would have 
$47 a year added to his tax bill 
The school proposal is being ac­ 
tively supported by A ssociated 
Pomona Teachers (APT) and the 
Pomona PTA Council. Teachers are 
working through students and with 
parents urging a "yes“ vote Tues­ 
day. PTA members are contacting 
voters urging support 
The measure has strong support 
from Citizens United For Our 
Unified Schools, headed by Roy O. 
Day. 


in spite of the track record or only 
three voter approvals of 12 district 
requests for money since 1956 — the 
last defeats as recent as last 
November — supporters express 
strong confidence the override will 
be approved 
There is low key and rather quiet 
°PP°«ition to the measure from a 40- 
member community group called 
Guardians of Citizens Tax Dollars, 
headed by Ed Harrison. 
Harrison is out of town this week 
and couldn’t be reached for com­ 
ment However, at a public forum he 
did present the views of his group, 
claiming that “ more money will not 
buy better education.“ 
But school officials strongly plead 
for approval of the measure 
“ The need is very real," said 
school board President Don Donnel­ 
ly “ I shudder to think where our 
society would be without a total 
educational system which is re­ 
quired by law for our young people 


“ I assure you that without voter 
support Tuesday our educational 
system will be severely curtailed, 
and the cutbacks that will have to be 
made will devastate the educational 
opportunities for students in the dis­ 
trict “ 
For skeptics who feel that “ all is 
wrong and nothing is right“ Donnelly 
said “ Come with me just one day and 
visit schools in which so many 
beautiful things are happening “ 
He said he is optimistic because 
“ most people will see the need and 
react as most Americans have when 
faced with the alternatives that are 
before u s " because “ a sound 
America is dependent on a sound 
educational 
system ." 
Schools 
Supt. Robert E. Wentz is quick to 
point out that if the override fails, 
cuts made by the school board last 
February in order to balance the 
1975-76 budget will be carried out 
eliminating high school team sports, 
remedial reading, 60 elective classes 


in the junior highs and high schools, 
lowering library and counseling ser­ 
vices, reducing services provided by 
nurses, psychologists and speech 
therapists, and closing two small 
elementary schools. 
The problem of maintaining ac­ 
ceptable standards of discipline cm 
the campuses is compounded when 
administrative, teaching and support 
personnel is reduced." said Wentz. 
The school board has committed 
itself to reinstating all services and 
programs if voters approve the tax 
increase, which would raise the per 
pupil revenue limit from $983.21 this 
year to $1,064.53 next year 
Wentz notes that over the past two 
years the school district’s tax rate 
has dropped $1.61 per $100 of asses­ 
sed valuation due to Senate Bill 90 
Day sees failure of the override 
and its accompanying loss of team 
sports and music programs as “ a 
severe blow to the educational 
program." 


“ Let’s face it," said Day, “ Many 
of our young people stay in school 
because of athletic activities. For 
many of them the prospects of 
receiving athletic scholarships are 
just about the most important things 
in life We can’t deprive them of this 
opportunity. 
“Our youngsters only go through 
school one time and it would be a dis­ 
aster to carve their educational op­ 
portunities to the bone and expect 
them to fare as well as others in the 
future." 
The Pomona Chamber of „ 
merce Board of Directors has __ 
ammously endorsed the override 
Chamber President Robert Lewis 
announced Friday.

Money and 
schools 


Once again the Pomona Unified School District is 
asking the taxpayers for money. 
As watchdogs on the spending of public money, 
the Progress-Bulletin asks: 
Would more money improve our schools? and 
Can district taxpayers afford it? 
The answer to both questions, we feel, is no. 
It has been pretty well proven that no amount of 
money can buy a good educational system. A good 
educational system is built from the ground up on a 
foundation of community support nourished by the 
conviction that opportunities are dispensed fairly, 
both to students and employes. 
This conviction seem s to be lacking in Pomona’s 
schools. 
Taxpayers in the district largely are low-income 
families, businesses struggling to survive in an 
inflation-recession clim ate, ethnic m inority 
families and the aged. 
Primary exceptions are residents of North Dia­ 
mond Bar which the district serves. 
These same taxpayers are fighting one of the 
highest unemployment rates in the nation, said by 
elected officials to be at about 12 per cent. A high 
percentage of them are on welfare. 
And, already they are burdened with a combined 
tax rate on their property of $13.2218 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation This rate includes what residents 
of Pomona pay to the city, county, schools, flood 
con trol d is tr ic t, sa n ita tio n d is tr ic t and 
Metropolitan Water District. 
Of this combined total rate, $4.5185 now is going 
to finance the Pomona Unified Sc hool District. 
In its Tuesday ballot issue, the district is asking 
taxpayers to grant a 94 cent per $100 of assessed 
valuation increase in that tax. 
If voters approve the measure, the tax rate for 
the district would be increased to around $5 4584 per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 
Sure, we know it costs money to run a school 
system and to pay good salaries. But the quality of 
education is not always measured by the quantity of 
money spent on it. 
To be successful, a school district must have com ­ 
munity support Parents of all colors want their 
children to have discipline, an opportunity to 
develop to their highest potential, and, above, all. 
be able to go to school safely. Schools are not all 
that safe these days, although we must admit that 
some improvement has been made in recent years. 
When parents have confidence in their school 
system they will support it with their dollars. 
As for the Progress-Bulletin’s recommendation 
on the override election, this newspaper has been 
concerned with the proposed cuts in school 
program, with the safety of students, the increase 
in taxes, and the economic conditions which have 
given the nation its worst depression since the 
1930 s. 
We would like to be in a position to state that the 
school district merits an increase in the tax rate, 
but for reasons primarily economic we can find no 
compelling reason to endorse the override. 
We are of the opinion that the school board has 
not exhausted alternatives (merging schools with 
decreasing enrollments, increasing class size if 
necessary, and reducing administrative costs) as a 
means of retaining existing programs without the 
necessity of an increase in taxes. 


Dominoes 
or cards? 


The “ domino theory” has been given new 
credence by the recent events in Southeast Asia. 
First Cambodia, then South Vietnam. Will Laos and 
Thailand be the next to fall? Then Burma. 
Malaysia. Smith Korea, the Philippines? 
According to the theory, there is an inevitability 
lo the process. If one domino is permitted to tum­ 
ble. the others, standing in line, will collapse in 
turn 
Hie theory at least has the virtue of being easily 
and vividly pictur«»d 
and many editorial car­ 
toonists have done just that — and therein may lie 
its subtle danger. 
It an image is what we nt*<*d, it would be more 
accurate and useful to admit that what we at­ 
tempted to prop up in Indochina at such great cost 
was not a row of solid dominoes but a flimsy house 
of cards. Its collapse mod not have adverse reper­ 
cussions elsewhere 
unless, of course, the other 
governments we fear will be next are of similarly 
insubstantial construction 
And that, unfortunately, may be precisely the 
problem.

Civil service abuses 


WASHINGTON - Tin* civil ser­ 
vice system, which is supposed to 
keep politics out of the working level 
of government, is breaking down 
The com m issioners, who are 
entrusted to police the system, have 
abused it themselves 
They have 
helped to plant political favorites in 
civil service jobs They have faihd 
to stop discrim ination against 
deserving federal servants. This has 
led to lower m orale and lower 
productivity 
And we have the documents to 
prove it, documents that have tx>en 
suppressed by the Civil Service Com­ 
mission 
It isn't popular to defend the 
bureaucrats, those unsung soldiers ot 
the swivel chair More often damned 
than praised by the citizens they 
serve, the bureaucrats man the 
cumbersome machinery' of govern 
ment. 
They are disparaged by the likes of 
George Wallace as “ pointy-headed 
bureaucrats.” He draws his hear­ 
tiest ch«*ers when he denounces the 
b u m b l e r s a n d 
f u m b 1 e r s in 
Washington 
We have exposed inure than our 
share of bad bureaucrats, but we 
must correct W allace's rhetoric. We 
have found that the U S 
govern 
ment. in fact, has the world's finest 
work force. 
To make it so, President Chester 
Arthur as his claim to history es­ 
tablished the civil service system in 
1883 Ever since, even the strongest 
of presidents have found themselves 
only small dogs wagged by a giant 
bureaucratic tail. 
E lections a re held, opposite 
political parties take power, ad­ 
m inistrative heads come and go Hut 
the bureaucrats remain to guide 
each new leader through the marble 
maze 
Deep in the granite and sandstone 
compounds of governm ent, the 
bureaucrats are cngagtd in hundreds 
of buttles — battles against crime 
and congestion, d ise a se and 
drudgery, h a tre d and hunger, 
poverty and pollution 
Some are 
working on the conquest of space: 
others would be content to conquer 
the mundane fruit fly. They can 
produce answers on almost anything, 
from the habits of the hagtish to the 
habitat of the hackmatack 
Their chief protector is supposed 
to be Civil Service Commission 
Chairman Robert Hampton, who is 
charged with keeping the federal 


bureaucracy free of the spoils 
systems Rut documents, never in­ 
tended to be read outside the com­ 
mission, show he had barely settled 
down at his desk before he became 
involved in political referrals 
He received a memo from a 
presidential aide shortly after 
Richard Nixon moved into the White 
House in 1969. Citing “very special 
circum stances,” the aide asked 
Hampton's help in finding a Whittier, 
Calif . woman a job 
The credentials she listed in her 
application were strictly political. 
Not only did she come from Nixon's 
home town, but she had worked in all 
his political campaigns since 1946 
During the 1968 presidential race, 
she served under Edward Nixon in 
the campaign mail room She gave 
Donald Nixon as a reference 
Without hesitation, Hampton ig­ 
nored the regulations he is supposed 
to enforce and forwarded her resume 
to the Health, Education and Welfare 
Department His private files show 
he has intervened in dozens of other 
cases. 
Jayne Spain, the vice chairman, 
has also played politics on the side. 
She wrote to Frederick Malek on 
March 27, 1973. when he was Nixon's 
deputy budget director and the 
¿architect of an undercover campaign 
to politicize the bureaucracy. 
In her memo to Malek, she recom­ 
mended a man who had “ worked 
very hard for (Carl) Curtis and 
(Roman) Hruska,” Nebraska’s two 
stodgy S en ato rs, both p roper 
Republicans. Jayne Spain, too, has 
pulled political strings in other 
cases. 
What is worse, the commission has 
developed a ho-hum attitude toward 
civil s e rv ic e a b u s e s 
Its i n­ 
vestigators have found widespread 
discrim ination, 
favoritism and 
cronyism throughout the federal 
government 
Rut the commission 
merelv stamps the reports confiden­ 
tial and locks them up 
The commission goes through the 
routine of notifying the offending 
agency, but seldom is there any 
tollow up to find out whether the 
abuses have been corrected Here 
are a tew random samples from the 
confidential files: 
— At the Federal Communications 
Commission, the investigators found 
that sloppy management was caus­ 
ing “a high loss rate of attorneys, ex- 
cessive cost to the agency and poor 
morale in the professional staff with

— Up in Sacramento our legislators have 
passed a bill which allows smoking on high school 
campuses; but down in Los Angeles the City Coun- 
cilmen have passed an ordinance which bans smok­ 
ing in public facilities. — The logic that prompted 
two such diametrically opposed rulings somehow 
eludes me; but then I suppose we have to have such 
legislation, if for no other reason than to keep our 
lawyers and our judges busy arguing and ruling on 
the constitutionality of such laws.

ministration was hit for promoting 
people without allowing competition 
for the job Women employes were 
concent rat«*d "in the lower grade* 
levels.“ the report stated. 
The litany could go on but the point 
is clear 
These abuses were un­ 
covered, routinely noted and then 
locked in a file drawer On Capitol 
Hill. Hep John Moss. D-Calif., is 
taking steps to stop the deteriora­ 
tion ot the civil service system 
F o o t n o t e : A Civil S e r v i c e 
spokesman said there was nothing il­ 
legal or improper about the referrals 
made by Hampton and Spain In the 
“ post-W atergate” 
atm osphere, 
however, they have issued new rules 
which forbid any referrals, he said 
The commission is concerned about 
the abuses it turns up. a high-level 
CSC official told us, but simply does 
not have the power or resources to

DEAR V L .: When the male cat is neutered before com­ 
ing into full “ bloom,” he seldom begins spraying (urine 
m arking) at all. Most entire (not neutered) male cats will 
eventually develop this marking technique even inside the 
home Once the male has established a habit of spraying, 
neutering is less likely to be effective in breaking it This 
is one of the big advantages in neutering the male before 
the pattern is established Seven or eight months is 
generally the favored age for surgery When a neutered 
male suddenly starts spraying after an “ accident -free 
interval of many months or years, it’s usually due to a 
urinary tract infection and-or anxiety and frustration 
within his home environment 
Frustration may be brought about by a competing pet 
within the home (or next door), by disturbing sounds 
(ranging from hard rock stereo to family squabbles), or 
by other less obvious stress factors If the cat's anxiety 
can be relieved and. at the same time, his set marking 
stations thoroughly cleaned up so there is no remaining 
scent to stimulate new spraying, the problem can usually 
be solved

DEAR DR LAMB — 1 am writing 
you because I would like to know 
about the diabetic blood test I am a 
diabetic and always have had blood 
drawn from my arm for the test 
My doctor retired and I went to a 
new doctor. He took the test from 
blood from my finger. Dr Lamb, I 
would like to know if he got enough 
blood to really tell if the diabetes ex­ 
isted or not. If you say it is OK to 
make a test that way I will be 
satisfied, but 1 have doubts about the 
way he did it. 
DEAR READER - There are 
several ways of measuring the level 
of blood glucose Any of these are 
fine if the normal values for that 
procedure are established for that 
laboratory 
Your doctor used a 
micro or capillary method which is 
fine for usual follow-up of a diabetic 
I'd like to take this opportunity to 
point out that the use of oral diabetes 
drugs is under a real cloud Several 
years ago a cooperative study by 
specialists from several universities 
suggested that they were of doubtful 
value andtwted a higher incidence of 
heart attacks in patients taking 
them 
Recently these findings were in­ 
d ependently e v alu ated by the 
Biometric Society and the findings 
published in the Journal of the 
A m erican 
M edical 
A ssociation 


(JAMA). Their analysis confirmed 
the earlier findings of the study 
In an editorial on the subject in the 
JAMA alter the Biometric Society 
analysis, Dr 
Thomas Chalm ers, 
president of Mount Sinai Medical 
Center in New York, states, “ the 
probability that oral hypoglycemic 
agents cause prem ature deaths from 
cardiovascular 
disease 
rem ains 
valid ” He suggested that “ a m a­ 
jority of the patients on oral drugs 
could get along with mild dietary 
restrictions.” 
T h e 
s t u d i e s 
l i n k i n g 
o r a l 
hypoglycemic medicines to an in­ 
creased rate of heart attacks was 
also confirmed by the Mayo Clinic. 
In view of these developm ents, 
anyone taking these m edicines 
should check with his doctor to see if

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Foyt seeks fourth Indy 500 win 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Anthony 
Joseph Foyt is a crusty, irascible 40- 
year-old who thinks this last Sunday 
in May belongs to him by devine 
right. 
So do a couple of hundred thousand 
auto racing fans who will jam the In­ 
dianapolis Motor Speedway to watch 
him try for what nobody else in the 
history of the Indy 500 has ever 
achieved—a fourth victory. 


Of course, there are a lot of people 
who think the wily Texan doesn’t 
wear a halo, that inevitable victory 
isn’t his. 


Among them are the other 32 
drivers who. like Foyt, enjoy snuggl­ 
ing down into their lowslung beauties 


and whipping around this old 
brickyard at maybe 190 miles an 
hour or so. 


They are veterans like A1 ami Bob­ 
by Unser, Mario Andretti, Lloyd Ru­ 
by, Billy Vukovich. Gordon Johncock 
and Johnny Rutherford, and rookies 
like Sheldon Kinser. Larry McCoy. 
Bill Puterbaugh and Eldon Ras­ 
mussen. 


But ol’ A.J., well, he’s run this 
race 17 times before, more than any 
of those 32 others. And in those 17 
races he’s finished first three times, 
more than any of those 32 others. 
I^ouis Meyer, Mauri Rose and the 
late Wilbur Shaw were the only other 
drivers to chalk up a triple—and 


Meyer and Rose don’t drive race 
cars any more. 


If that wasn’t enough of an edge, 
Foyt also has a head start. He’s 
starting on the inside of the front 
row. the pole position, for the fourth 
time in his career as he guns for the 
magic fourth and his first victory 
here since 1967. 


A J. blew everybody out two weeks 
ago on the first day of qualifying 
when he rammed his Coyte-Foyt four 
times around the 2Mi-mile asphalt 
track at an average speed of 193 976 
miles an hour. His closest challenger 
was Johncock, more than two miles 
an hour slower. 
So what? 


''Starting first means nothing. 
Finishing first means everything,” 
Foyt snapped after his qualification 
run. 
History bears him out. He was 
sevnth, fifth and fourth at the start of 
what were to become his three 
triumphs. In his three pole-position 
starts, he finished eighth once and 
15th twice. Similarly, Bobby Unser 
started first in 1972 and wound up 
30th. The next year, Rutherford was 
on pole and came In ninth. 
Conversely. Rutherford was buried 
in 25th place in the 33car starting 
grid a year ago and ended up as the 
winner. Johncock had 10 other cars 
ahead of his before he took the 
checkered flag in 1973. 


Only eight times since the Indy 
became a 500-mile classic in 1911 has 
the man on the pole been the man to 
win it, the most recent being A1 
Unser in 1970. 
Still, with Foyt in the race, you can 
throw out the history books A friend­ 
ly poll of drivers, mechanics and 
Speedway officials has listed him as 
the 2-1 favorite to achieve his un­ 
precedented dream. 
Ruby, who has gained the reputa­ 
tion as a hard-luck driver since he’s 
never finished higher than third in 
his 15 previous Indy starts, is second 
at 3-1 and Bobby Unser. on the out­ 
side of the three-car front row (John- 
cock’s in the middle) is rated third at 
4-1 in this, his 13th Indy.

Mobile radio 
expert in pits 


INDIANAPOLIS (APi — Among the best kept secrets 
at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway in recent years have 
been the frequencies used by racing teams on their two- 
way radio transmissions from pit crew to car. 
“ I won’t talk about what frequencies the drivers use." 
explained Jim Adams, owner of Progressive Electronics 
and pioneer in race car radio communications “They 
don t want everybody to know what they're saving." 
The mobile radios are mounted on the car’s nose be­ 
neath a cow ling, and a small steel rod antenna sticks up a 
few inches above the painted surface of the low-slung 
racers. 
The earphone and mike are contained in the driver’s 
helmet and a transm it button is installed on the steering 
wheel 
After several years of experimenting and trials by him­ 
self and others, Adams installed a radio in A J. Foyt’s 
1973 Indy car. “ We had some last minute problems," he 
said, “ but I was able to get it going just before the race. 
“ The radio went onto the starting line without being 
tested Later on, we had a terrible crash, but Foyt was 
able to call in and say he was alright. 
“ That actually was the first time w*e were able to use it. 
I stick around the pits during the race with my battery 
powered soldering irons and special tools I've made, to do 
quick work on the radios." Adams said. 
"I've also helped out as a mechanic if a crew is short- 
handed The guys really kid me when I have to handle a 
chalk board Here I am, the radio man, chalking pit infor­ 
mation on a slate and holding it up for a driver to see. It’s 
like going back to the stone age. " 
Adams said noise is the biggest problem in the use of 
the two-way communicators. “ Every car has different 
characteristics Noise comes mostly from the engine 
magneto which generates enough electrical interference 
to mess up the radio signal 
“ Some earlier radios were small enough to be carried 
on the driver. We tried one on the late Jim Malloy in a 
road race w here a big pile-up happened. We called him on 
the radio, told him about the yellow light, and where the 
wreckage was. 
“ He slowed down, pussv-footed throgh the mess and 
made it Mario Andretti, who didn’t have a radio, whizzed 
>n past Jim and smashed into the pileup After the race. 
Jim said, “Well, I guess we’ve proved the radios. 
The use of radios has been hampered somewhat by 
the design of several cars in this year’s Indy race, includ­ 
ing Foyt’s new Coyote. 
Foyt. who will be going after an unprecedented fourth 
Indy victory Sunday, has an exceptionally low-slung car, 
making it difficult to install the radio device. 
Adams also noted the magneto in Foyt’s car is located 
behind the driver’s head, making radio reception impossi­ 
ble, although he is able to transmit. Foyt asked that the 
radio be removed until a solution is found. 
Tyler Alexander, team manager for defending cham­ 
pion Johnny Rutherford’s Team McLaren, said, “ We’ve 
had very good luck with the radio. If Foyt wants, we’ll 
even throw away our radios—if he’ll throw away his 
m otor."

N EW YO RK (A P> - Not 
long before Mick J agger’s 
right hand went through a 
restaurant’s glass door and 
required 20 stitches this 
weekend, the Rolling Stone 
had been saying this sum­ 
mer’s tour by the Stones 
isn't meant to be the last.

(Cont. from Page 12) 
chopper operation was a 
confused jumble. Some 
critics blame this on the 
fact that Air Force 
helicopter pilots are not 
trained for such troop 
landings and officials 
reportedly decided Navy 
choppers could not be 
brought there in time. 
Three choppers were de­ 
stroyed, one of them fall­ 
ing into the sea about 100 
feet short of the beach. The 
tide was high and 13 of the 
26 men aboard died. Cam­ 
bodian fire also damaged 
two other helicopters, but 
they made it back to 
Thailand. 
Knemy fire was so hot 
that about 144 Marines 
were put down on a small 
constricted beach about 
500 yards from the main 
landing zone There they 
were pinned down, while 22 
other Marines who had 
been unloaded on the in­ 
tended landing zone were 
Stranded. Ultimately they 
were taken off by helicop­ 
ter 
U.S. jets rocketed and 
bombed the jungle, but of- 
fic ials said they could not 
pour in full firepower for 
fear of killing or wounding 
any Mayaguez seamen who 
might still have been Cam­ 


bodian prisoners on the 
islands. 
When Schlesinger held a 
news conference eight 
hours after the Marines 
landed, he gave no inkling 
they were in trouble. 
Pentagon spokesmen in­ 
sisted the Marines met 
only small arms fire. But 
later 
they 
had 
to 
acknowledge the Cambo­ 
dians used mortars, 
rockets, heavy machine- 
guns, and at least one 85 
millimeter recoilless 
weapon 
U.S. intelligence is being 
criticized for failing to as­ 
sess more accurately in ad­ 
vance the size and arma­ 
ment of the Cambodian 
force on Koh Tang. 
Intelligence also is being 
rapped for failing to detect 
that there were no 
Mayaguez crewmen on the 
island any longer. 
By the time the first 
helicopter landed on Koh 
Tang, the crev; already had 
been freed by the Cambo­ 
dians and was on its way 
toward the Mayaguez in 
the Thai fishing boat 
Soon after reaching 
Kompong 
Som 
the 
Americans were moved to 
a small island called Rong 
San Lem near Kompong 
Som. This move was made 
at night and went un­ 


detected by U.S. reconnais­ 
sance 
As Miller told it, he nego- 
tiated with Cambodian 
commanders through an 
interpreter, promising that 
if his crew was released to

return to the Mayaguez, he 
could call his firm’s office 
in Bangkok and have it “ in­ 
form the authorities to stop 
the je t fightefs and 
Marines from landing in

Apparently, it worked. 
About 2 Mt hours after set­ 
ting sail for the Mayaguez, 
the fishing boat was 
sighted by the destroyer 
Wilson off Koh Tang. 
Eight minutes later, 13 
planes from the Coral Sea 
bombed the Ream Airbase 
on the mainland and 
destroyed 17 planes of 
Cambodia’s tiny air force, 
according to Pentagon ac­ 
counts. 
Meanwhile, at 10:45 p m. 
EDT, the Wilson radioed 
Washingto its sighting of 
■the fishing boat flying 
white flags factually un­ 
derwear and shirts waved 
by Mayaguez crewmen). 
Within a half-hour of the 
boat's sighting, the entire 
crew was aboard the 
Wilson and Schlesinger 
phoned the news to the 
President waiting in his of­ 
fice. 
One minute later, the 
White House ordered a halt 
in all offensive operations 
and withdrawal from Koh 
Tang. 
But one more blow 
remained to be struck. 
It is the second raid, on 
oil storage and other 
facilities near Kompong 
Som, that has posed ques­ 


tions because it came well 
afte r rescue of the 
Mayaguez crew. 
Neither Schlesinger nor 
his spokesman mentioned 
it that night and Laitin 
acknowledged it only when 
questioned some 14 hours 
after the entire operation 
ended. 
“ The reasons for it were 
that there were almost 200 
Marines on a nearby island 
under heavy attack by 
these people,” he said. 
The Pentagon also put on 
a puzzling performance in 
reporting casualties. For 
days, the figures changed 
up and down, until last 
Tuesday when the final 
count was put at 15 dead. 3 
missing and probably dead, 
and 50 wounded. 


By way of explanation, 
Laitin said “ these things 
are very complicated when 
men get scattered among 
different ships and dif­ 
ferent bases” following an 
operation.

the Cambodian gov­ 
ernment or could it have 
been done on the spur of 
the moment by the com­ 
mander of the Cambodian 
boat that intercepted the 
freighter? 


Then there is the 
mysterious case of a Cam­ 


bodian gunboat which 
sailed into Sattahip the day 
after the Mayaguez and its 
crew were retaken, and 
asked Thai officials for 
asylum.

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The twin pressures of in­ 
flation and unemployment 
are causing people to fall 
behind in their mortgage 
payments, 
threatening a 
g r o w i n g 
n u m b e r 
of 
Americans with 
fo re ­ 
closure and the loss of 
t h e i r h om es. 
Bankers, legislators and 
government officials say 
the first quarter of 1975 has 
not been so bad as they ex­ 
pected But they are wor­ 
ried about the future. They 
say there is a time lag 
between 
high unemploy­ 
m ent and 
m o r t g a g e 
defaults: 
they 
wonder 
what w ill happen when un­ 
employment compensation 
benefits run out and people 
use up savings. 
About 4 per cent of the 
more than 
15 m illion 
mortgage holders in the 
nation are at least a month 
late in their payments and 
about half of 1 per cent of 
all oustanding mortgages 
were in foreclosure at the 
end of 1974 according to 
government and industry 
ligures. 
The percentages are 
small, but they involve 
thousands of people. Four

75,000 The latest available 
figures from the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board

ventional loans, issued by 
banks, other lending in-

A loan is considered 
delinquent when it is one

Anthony 
Downs, board chairman of 
Real Estate Research 
Corp., in a speech to the In­ 
stitute of Real Estate 
Management 
He reported two basic 
real estate trends: 
Slower total population 
growth 
In the 1950s, the 
total population rose an 
average of 2 8 million per 
year ; in the 1960s, 2 4 m il­ 
lion: and so far in the 
1970s 17 million per year 
E x p a n s io n in the 
number of small, adult 
o r ie n t e d households 
Although total population 
growth is slowing, the rate 
ot household growth has 
b* en accelerating because 
of a shift to sm aller 
households 
“ In the 1950s, the 
number of households £ose 
an average of 910,000 per 
year, in the 1960s, 1 03 m il­ 
lion; and in the 1970s so 
tar, it has risen 18 million 
per year — double the rate 
in ttie 1960s, 
Downs said. 
He added also that the 
percentage of one- and 
two per son households has 
increased greatly — from 
47 per cent in the 1950s to 
82 per cent in the 1970s 
lie suggested this trend 
offers property managers 
an opportunity if they are 
•ware of the trend to adult- 
0i icnted households 


—Families with no con­ 
cern about schools, and 
ones willing to live in smal­ 
ler units, m ulti-fam ily un­ 
its and even high-rise un­ 
its. 
A lesser flow of capital 
into real estate in the near 
future This w ill mean a 
lower rate of construction, 
Downs said, but also 
higher rents in existing 
properties such as apart­ 
ments and office buildings. 
Rising energy prices, 
having a great impact on 
real estate development 
patterns, including pres­ 
sure for more efficient 
buildings. 
“ It also would put a 
prem ium on efficient 
managerial use of energy. 
Managers w ill have to be 
more innovative in this 
area, able to better use 
what already is available." 
he added 
As a fin al trend, he 
observed the increasing 
tendency for governments 
at all levels “ to intervene 
in real property markets, 
drastically affecting the 
n a t u r e 
of 
p r o p e r t y 
management and develop­ 
ment businesses. 
One example of this 
Downs said, is rent con­ 
trols. "These controls have 
been adopted by New 
York, 
Washington, DC., 
Boston and the State of 
Maryland — and are being 
considered elsewhere 
“ Rent control is a dis­ 
aster, not only because it 
makes profitable operation 
of apartments difficult, but 
also because it stops the 


creation of new rental 
properties 
“The result is that, in 
countries with chronic in­ 
flation where rent control 
has been adopted, all new 
housing is ownership hous­ 
ing — either single-family, 
c o n d o m i n i u m 
or 
cooperative — or public 
housing projects," Downs 
explained. 
Downs, however, noted 
that one possible implica­ 
tion of the trends men­ 
tioned might be the ap­ 
pearance of “new types of 
owners of property, who 
want to hedge against in­ 
flation by putting some of 
the assets held in stocks 
and bonds into real estate 


“ This group includes 
pension funds and bank 
trust departments, who 
look at the stock market 
over the past 15 years — 
especially the past decade 
— and see a negative infla­ 
tion hedge," he said. 


Downs observed that the 
Dow Jones average first 
hit its present level in 1964, 
'' If you bought $1,000 worth 
of stock in that year and 
sold it today, you would get 
the same $1,000 back — hut 
the Consumer Price Index 
has gone up 69 per cent 
since then 


“In contrast, real estate 
has generally gone up 
steadily in value during 
this period, with the cur­ 
rent rate of return between 
9 5 per cent and 10.5 per 
cent,” he concluded

At least 70 Senators report 
they moonlight on the lec­ 
ture circuit, with last 
year's fees ranging up to 
$2,500 for a single speech. 
Reports filed with the 
Senate showy

Brooke. R-Mass., took an 
expense-paid trip to Ber­ 
muda last Oct. 31 to speak 
to an investors group, and 
was paid $2,000 for his ef­ 
forts. Brooke is ranking 
R e p u b l i c a n 
on

securities subcommittee 
- The chairman of the 
same subcommittee. Har­ 
rison A. Williams Jr. of 
Now Jersey, got $2,500 for 
a talk to the Securities In­ 
dustry 
Association 
last 
Dec. 4. The group repre­ 
sents stockbrokers, who 
are directly affected by 
l e g i s l a t i o n 
f unnel ed 
through the subcommittee 


—The American Bankers 
Association paid $4,500 to 
Brooke for two speeches, 
$2,000 to Williams for one 
speech, $1,000 to Alan 
Cranston. 
D-Calif., and 
$1,000 to Bob Pack wood, R- 
Ore. All are members of 
the Banking Committee. 
Two senators more than 
doubled their regular 
salaries of $42,500 a year. 
One-time Watergate hear­ 
ing star Howard H. Baker 
Jr.. R-Tenn., topped the 
list with $49,650. His stan­ 
dard fee was $1,750 per 
speech 
Republican Mark 
O 
Hatfield of Oregon 
knocked down $45,677 
speaking mainly to univer­ 
sity and religious groups 
Eight senators reported 
that they used all or part of 
their outside earnings for 
charity or to cover unreim­ 
bursed office expenses. 
One of the top earners. 


Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., turned over all his 
$34,350 to charity. 
F o r the most pa r t , 
however, the speaking fees 
and other honorariums ap­ 
parently went into the 
senators' pockets 
Honorariums have fre­ 
quently been criticized as 
handouts in disguise, es­ 
pecially when they are 
large and come from 
groups with a special in­ 
terest in the bill being 
handled by the recipients. 
The latest reports are 
peppered with examples of 
such large payments:

The Khmer Rouge Gl 
—simple and awed

BANGKOK. 
Thailand 
(AP) — Cambodia's vic­ 
torious Khmer Rouge 
soldiers live in the manner 
of medieval monks. Pover­ 
ty. chastity, obedience are 
the rules. Exercise is a dai­ 
ly regimen, and drinking, 
raising hell and chasing 
women are taboo. 
Foreigners 
released 
from Phnom Penh last 
week say the average 
soldiers are simple, pea­ 
sant youths bewildered by 
m o d e r n 
m e c h a n i c a l 
gadgetrv, apparently un­ 
t u t o r e d in p o l i t i c a l 
ideology and tightly con­ 
trolled by the iron hand of 
their leaders. There are 
separate women's combat 
units as well as boy 
soldiers described 
as 
“ v e r y 
a g g r e s s i v e , 
dangerous and without 
tear.” 
B e r n a r d G a u d e . 
a 
Frenchman wbo lived in 
Cambodia for 26 years un­ 
der four different regimes, 
spent two weeks with the 
Khmer Rouge in Phnom 
Penh and its vicinity after 
the city fell April 17 and 
provided one of several ac­ 
counts of their austere 
lifestyle. 
They'd wake up at 4 
sharp every morning and 
do about two hours of 
calesthenics and other 
physical exercise. 
This 
was followed by some 
close order drill with 
weapons Then they'd go 
about their daily tasks, 
sweeping the streets and 


cleaning up the buildings. 
“ At night, groups of 
t h e m 
would 
g a t h e r 
together for what may 
have been self-criticism 
sessions. Several of them 
would sit in a circle and 
one would stand up and 
start talking, 
looking 
rather sheepish at times, 
scratching his chin and so 
on 


“ For food, they carried a 
little basket with some 
rice, little bits of dried fish 
and prahoc (fish sauce). 
They didn’t drink any 
alcohol. Sometimes when 
they'd open up a bottle and 
discover it was wine or li­ 
quor they threw it away. 
But there was a formidable 
consumption of Pepsi- 
Colas and orangeades 
when they came in They 
drank them warm and 
were as happy as kings 


• They said men and 
women in the army were 
ke pt a p a r t and t h a t 
soldiers were not allowed 
to have sex. They told me: 
‘If you were one of us you d 
have to be able to get along 
without a woman ’ 


They had some pretty 
stirring songs on the radio, 
mostly about B52s and 
defeating the Americans, 
but the m elodies were 
nice 
I noticed that the 
soldiers never hummed 
along 
When I did. they 
smiled, then kept silent. 


“ At night, patrols would 
move through the streets 
without a word. A column 
would pass by as silently as 


if it were in a rice paddy. 
All the men wore light san­ 
dals 1 was very impres­ 
sed 
It is not surprising 
that they won.” 


Some of their behavior 
provided comic reliet to 
Westerners trapped inside 
the Cambodian capital and 
uncertain about their fate 
The soldiers put the axe to 
automobiles they couldn't 
start, ransacked phar­ 
m a c i e s in s e a r c h of 
vitamins and popped as­ 
sorted pills into their 
mouths. Sometimes the 
men would get angry when 
s o m e o n e 
took 
t h e i r 
photograph and couldn't in­ 
stantly come up with the 
print 


“They were crazy about 
radios, watches and cloth, 
but they had little use for 
anything e lse ,” Gaude 
-said. 


“ They are 100 per cent pea­ 
sants who came into the 


city after five years and 
naturally they went a little 
wild 
But it didn't last 
long “ 
Gaude and others said 
many Khmer Rouge har­ 
b o r e d 
s t r o n g 
a n t i - 
American feelings arising 
f r o m f i r s t - h a n d e x ­ 
periences of massive U.S. 
b o m b i n g s 
and 
U.S.- 
supplied f irepower Ameri­ 
cans were often equated 
with the B52s ; some 
Khmer Rouge told Gaude 
that had it not been for 
these the insurgents would 
have taken Phnom Penh 
much sooner. 
The Frenchman said 
there are a number of dif­ 
ferent groups within the 
victorious army There ap­ 
peared to bo nationalists of 
different varieties as well 
as several kinds of Com­ 
munists — some with Chi­ 
nese or North Vietnamese 
leanings, others with a 
Soviet bias. 
Whatever division exists 
within the ranks 
a well 
organized group had to be 
in command to engineer 
the total depopulation of 
Phnom Penh Gaude said it 
was “ terrifyingly magnifi­ 
cent ... to see a city of 3 
million em ptied within 
three days 
Along with the young and 
healthy, the old, the sick, 
the pregnant and the dying 
were forced to march out 
of the city s hospitals, 
which were packed with 
t h o u s a n d s 
of 
b a d l y 
wounded soldiers and 
civilians. 
Wounded 
and 
sick were wheeled in their 


hospital beds through the 
streets 
• There was cruelty in 
this,” Gaude said, “ but I 
saw some real compassion 
and sadness in the faces of 
the Khmer Rouge soldiers 
watching the exodus. I 
could see if as they 
watched pregnant women 
passing by, some of them 
moving very slowly, bent 
over, stopping every few 
feet to rest 
“ But they could do 
nothing 
They were con­ 
trolled bv an iron hand " 
Many were reported left 
dying by the roadside 
S o m e 
f o r e i g n e r s 
i eported seeing people w ho 
refused to leave their 
homes gunned down There 
have been no reliable ac­ 
counts of mass executions 
or wholesale massacres 
B ut 
s o m e o b s e r v e r s 
believe that many officials 
and military officers of th« 
former regime may have 
been killed.

P a p a g o s , 
Apaches and Paiutes 
Many vandalized sites in 
Arizona are those of the 
Hohokam Indians, an an­ 
cient tribe that disap­ 
peared about 1400 A.D. 


Scientists excavating sites 
in Southern Arizona have 
dated some remains back 
23 centuries 
Students at Arizona State 
University At Tempe use a 
site near Mesa, a few miles 
from the c ampus, for 
study. 
The site, known as Mesa 
Grande, has been subject 
to raids by am ateur ar­ 
tifact hunters, 
profes­ 
sionals with bulldozers, 
and motorcycle riders who 
“jump the mounds ” 
Fencing placed around 
the site was stolt*n. along 
with signs warning “ No 
Admittance ’ 
Dr Alfred Dttter Jr., an 
ASU archaeology profes­ 
sor, said vandals knocked 
down walls of earth left 
standing between pits to 
record soil layers, and that 
survey stakes were kicked 
out 
“ Motorcyclists became 
so bold as to ride at high 
speed through the site 
while we were working 
there, dodging between 
pits and excavation equip­ 
ment 
The c r e w was 
powerless to stop them,” 
he said 
Ranger Jimmy E. Hib- 
betts of the Tonto National 
Forest in Central Arizona 
is particularly plagued 
with pottery hunters. 
“The ruin digger is hard 
to spot," he explained 
• All he has to do is put his 
tent over a ruin and dig 
away." 
Remain« of past civiliza­ 
tion near recreation areas 
have all but been wiped 
out, and recently, Hibbetts 
said, he is finding evidence 
of diggers in areas accessi­ 


ble only by horseback 
Four diggers, out of hun­ 
dreds. have been caught 
and proN4*cuted in Hibbet­ 
ts' 640.00b-acre district in 
the past thrtM* years “The 
value of a gtiod pot is $1.000 
to $1,600 and the fines 
we re getting are not com­ 
m ensurate,'' he said “The 
most has been $100 
To discourage digging, 
the Forest Service tried 
posting metal plaques 
emphasizing the $500 fine 
and 90-day jail t e r m 
prov uit*d by the American 
Antiquities Act of 1906 for 
those who disturb any “ ob­ 
ject of antiquity 
on 
iederal land But wherever 
plaques were placed, digg­ 
ing increased. Hibbetts 
said. 
Soon the service will 
place electronic sensors, erf 
the type used to detect 
guerrilla movements in 
South Vietnam, in Arizona 
trouble spots 
Eddie ^ alters, criminal 
investigator for the Forest 
Service, said authorities 
will use helicopters and 
airplanes to apprehend 
anyone detected by the

Miss Dewhurst, in her Tony Award-winning role as Josie, vievss 
herself as a "great cow" of a woman no man could desire. She tries 
to mask her shyness by posturing as a loose woman and "the scandal 
of the neighborhood.” 
Josie’s widowed father, Phil Hogan, is a choleric little Irishman 
so suspicious that he doesn’t even trust himself at times. Aware that 
Josie has a soft spot in her heart for Jim, he schemes to trap him into 
marrying his daughter. 
Josie understands Jim and realizes he only acts hard and scheming 
at times "to get hack at life when it’s tormenting him" and that when 
he is strange, he is lost again in grief over his mother’s death.

T 


hey may not be the new Olsen 
and Johnson, but they’re the fun­ 
niest team in the White House in 
the memory of the Washington press 
corps. Not since Vice President Alben 
Barkley regaled Harry Truman with 
stories of how “you can’t get there 
froth here” has there been so much 
laughter around the White House. 
Jerry and Rocky, the venerable Pres­ 
ident and Vice President, kid each 
other a lot and keep the humor rolling, 
even when the state of the Union and 
the economy tend to get them— and 
the popularity polls— uptight. 
The President, for example, quotes 
Rocky, and tells how the Vice Presi­ 
dent, whose family commands its own 
fleet of planes, complained at what he 
had come down to as Vice President— 
Air Force 2. Ford said, “When Rocky 
saw his plane, he said he had some­ 
thing of his own that went faster. 
“I said, ‘One of your jets?’ 
“He said, ‘No, my lawn mower.’ ” 
Nixon kept his Vice President, Spiro 
Agncw, at arm's length and let Agnew 
be the clown, when there was any 
clowning or ridiculing to be done. LBJ 
also guarded his own position jealously 
and did not spend too much time frat­ 
ernizing with the ebullient H ubert 
Humphrey, his Vice President, just as 
Kennedy, when he was President, 
seemed to ignore Vice President Lyn­ 
don, and leave his Number Two man 
to his own devices. 
But all that has changed, and now 
we have a President who seems to de­ 
light in his Vice President’s company 
and keeps him as close by as possible. 
When he’s out giving a speech, 
Rocky doesn't mind poking a little fun 
at himself. He likes to start out by 
saying: 
“It’s a real thrill for me to be here 
tonight representing the Republican 
party. This has never happened to me 
before.’’ Ilicn he pauses significantly 
and mutters, "Not that I didn’t try.” 
A little later, he brings down the 
house by commenting, “So far, for 
1976, the Democrats seem to be suffer­ 
ing an em barrassm ent of riches. 
| Pause] That’s an expression 1 never 
quite understood until my confirmation 
hearings!” 


As for President Ford, he is no patsy 
and can give as good as he gets. Poli­ 
ticians well remember when he brought 
down Ronald Reagan with one wry 
comment: “I don’t think Reagan dyes 
his hair— it’s just prematurely orange.” 
Those who attend White House par­ 
ties soon learn that President Ford is a 
master of the punch line and doesn't 
need his speech writer (and sometime 
contributor to F a m i l y W e e k l y ), Bob 
Orbcn, to put words in his mouth. For 
example, when singer Vikki Carr, who 
is a Mexican Am eiican, asked the 
President, "What is your favorite Mexi­ 
can dish?” Ford shot back: “You.” 
Sports also brings out the best in 
presidential humor. And here Ford 
plays it humble. Or to quote him more 
specifically, “I’m very modest about 
my golf game. But then, I have a lot 
to be modest about.” 
He teed off at the Inverrary Classic 
in Florida, back in February, with a 
good drive, but ended two strokes ovec. 
par on the first hole. “This is why," he 


said, “when I play golf, my Secret Serv­ 
ice men go on combat pay.” 
Ford likes to kid Kissinger about his 
“diplomatic game of golf,” explaining 
to his sportsmen friends, “Henry Kis­ 
singer is probably the greatest diplomat 
the world has ever known, and I'll tell 
you how 1 know this. The other day I 
was in a sand trap and there was a 
water hazard beyond that, and then 
another 60 feet to the first hole. 
“I’ll tell you what Henry did. He 
conceded the putt.” 
The needling President Ford en­ 
joyed most was that of heavyweight 
champion Muhammad Ali, who visited 
the President at the White House and 
told him with mock belligerence, “You 
made a big mistake letting me come, 
because now I’m going after your job!” 
Ford fixed him with a steely eye, 
then grinned and said, “Stop by an­ 
other day— there are some days I’d 
be happy to let you have it!" 
Ford loves to downgrade the desir­ 
ability of his office. As he told one 


.group, "The greatness of America is 
that anyone can grow up to be presi­ 
dent of something— an airline, an auto 
company, a utility or [pause] Presi­ 
dent of the United States.” Then Ford 
looked around laconically and added, 
"That’s just one of the chances you 
take.” 
The President doesn’t even mind 
telling about the way he was introduced 
by an old football teammate, who said, 
"I played football with Jerry Ford for 
two years and it made a lasting impres­ 
sion on me. I was the quarterback and 
Jerry was the center, and I must say, 
it gave me an entirely different view 
of the President!” 
The President assumes a mock- 
injured air as he tells about the year 
he was voted the team’s most valuable 
player as a senior at Michigan in 1934. 
"That year we lost seven out of eight 
games,” he says. “Yet they voted me 
their most valuable player. I couldn’t 
decide whether to smile or sue.” 
But it’s sports he most frequently 
turns to as a source of humor, as when 
he said, “There are many similarities 
between football and governm ent. 
Sometimes, for example, a lot of talk 
goes on for hours or days without any­ 
one really saying anything. In Wash­ 
ington, they call it a filibuster. In foot­ 
ball, it’s called Howard Cosell.” 
President Ford likes nothing better 
than making a speech. But sometimes 
he suffers because his listeners don’t 
know if he's punning or just generally 
garbling the English language. 
As a prime example, he arrived at 
the National Press Club for the swear­ 
ing-in of the new club president, Wil­ 
liam Broom. Rising to administer the 
oath, Ford deadpanned, “This is a sus­ 
picious occasion.” 
Warming to his subject, Jerry Ford 
told Broom about the perils of being 
President. “First,” he said, sounding 
very sad, "they take away your swim­ 
ming pool. And then they ask you to 
come clean." (This brought down the 
house with reporters, who know that 
Richard Nixon covered the White 
House swimming pool and made it into 
the press room.) 
The President makes sure, whenever

he can, that his audience knows 
that he personally has experi­ 
enced hardship and economic 
depression. At the University 
Club of Washington recently, 
he reminisced about working 
his way through college: “ I was 
the only athlete in Michigan 
history who ever had a football 
knee and dishpan hands at the 
same time.” 
He went on to comment that 
he got his first degree in 1935 
in economics, and added that 
he was still getting a degree— 
‘‘a third degree, at least from 
some people, and it’s still in 
economics.” 
Insiders claim it is because 
of their close personal friend­ 
ship that Vice President Rocke­ 
feller has taken the pains to 
announce, this far away in 
time, that he has no intention 
of 
following Jerry Ford as 
President, even if Rockefeller 
is the heir apparent of the Re­ 
publican party. 
There is, apparently, no com­ 
petition between the two men. 
The Oval Office is always open 
to Rocky, who does not hesi­ 
tate to drop in for a few cheery 
words; and F o rd , in turn, 
proved his friendship by drop­ 
ping everything and flying to 
New York to be present at a 
d in n e r h o n o rin g the V ic e 
President. 
Around the White House, 
President Ford milks every sit­ 
uation for all the laughs he can 
get, admitting freely that “ hu­ 
mor is my therapy.” 
When his wife Betty got all 
steamed up over her efforts to 
gain support for the passage of 
the F'qual Rights Amendment 
and was picketed at the White 
House for her trouble, the 
President did not give her the 
“ now, now, dear” treatment. 
Instead he needled: “ As a great 
philosopher once said, nobody 
will ever win the battle of the 
sexes. There’s too much frater­ 
nizing with the enemy.” 
As for his daughter, he is 
forever cautioning her to be 
economical in her purchases, 
saying. “ Remember, I’m still a 
Ford— not a Cadillac or Lin­ 
coln.” And he loves to put her 
on by telling friends the story 


of how he got his golden re­ 
triever. 
“ Let me tell you about Susan 
and how she got me my dog. 
Liberty," he begins, as Susan 
stands by, shaking her head 
helplessly. 
“ W e ll, a c tu a lly , Su san 


thought she’d surprise me, and 
she called up a highly recom­ 
mended kennel and said she 


wanted to order a golden re­ 
triever. But it wasn't that easy. 
"The owner wanted to know 
whom the dog would be going 
to, but Susan said she couldn’t 


tell him because it was a sur­ 
prise. Well, the man explained 
he couldn’t sell a dog unless he 
knew it was going to a good 
home and exactly what kind of 
home it was. 


"Susan assured him it would 
be a good home and the couple 


were friendly and middle-aged 
and lived in a big white house 
with a fence around it. 
“ T h e k en n el m an said, 
‘Good. But do they own* or 
rent?’ 
“ Susan mulled that over for 
a minute and she said, ‘Well, 
you m igh t c a ll it p ub lic 
housing.’ ” 
Unlike most people, Ford 
can take it when humor with a 
biting edge is directed at him, 
and sometimes he even knows 
how to take advantage of it. 
When Lyndon Johnson made 
fun of then-Congressman Ford, 
saying, “ The trouble with Jerry 
Ford is that he played football 
too long without a helmet,” 
Ford turned aw ay his own 
wrath by turning up at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan with a toy­ 
sized football helmet tied to his 
head. 
He even got a laugh out of 
the comment that presidential 
candidate Sen. Henry Jackson 
made about Ford and his pub­ 
lic: “ The honeymoon is over— 
and in two years we can make 
the divorce final.” 
Reporters remember a trans­ 
continental flight when they 
presented the then Vice Presi­ 
dent with a sweatshirt bearing 
the large inscription, “ Official 
U.S. Streaker.” They thought 
no more about it, but suddenly, 
an hour or so before the plane 
was due to land in Washington, 
out popped Jerry Ford from his 
private compartment. He was 
wearing his streaker sweatshirt 
and proceeded to jog up and 
down the aisle. 
President Ford likes to turn 
the tables on members of the 
press any chance he gets, and 
not too long ago at a Washing­ 
ton Press Club party he kidded 
U P I reporter Helen Thomas: 
“ I ’m firmly convinced that if 
the good Lord had made the 
world today, He would have 
spent six 
days creating the 
heaven and earth and all the 
living creatures upon it, but on 
the seventh day, He would not 
have rested. H e’d have been 
too busy justifying it to Helen 
Thomas."

Photoanalysis: 
MARTHA MITCHELL 
Here’s What a 
Psychologist Sees 
In These Pictures

M 


illions of people take billions of photographs 
each year— yet how often do we ever linger 
over a photo to analyze the wealth of information 
that may be stored in it? Photoanalysis is what I call 
analyzing photographs for psychological meaning. This 
method can bo learned by anyone if he follows the guide­ 
lines outlined in my book [ “Photoanalysis.” by Robert 
U. Akeret, Pocket Books, $1.95]. I’ve been using photo­ 
graphs in my work as a psychologist and psychoanalyst 
for over 20 years— I’ve been deeply impressed by how 
photos can correct distortions, pinpoint times of dramatic 
change and tap hidden resources. 


AUTHOR & WIFE 


Sometimes a single photo will tell a complete story. 
There are times, however, when you need a series to 
comprehend what is happening. Carefully study these 
following four photographs of Martha Mitchell during 
an interview. There are countless themes that one 
could observe and discuss. I will limit my observations 
to a single theme-pob//c body distance. I see the two 
women engaged In a "dance” that they 


are probably not even aware of consciously. Martha 
sits as close as she can to her biographer, Winxola 
McLendon, and she leans forward to make contact. 
Ms. McLendon, however, is not comfortable with the 
Pj£teal closeness—her “air space” has been invaded, 
and she recoils in her chair. Notice how in the first 
two photos, her head, body, right shoulder and right arm 
are all placed as far back as possible, away from Martha.

1. When people talk to themselves a lot, it’s a 
sign their brains are leaking and they’re lack­ 
ing in mental horsepower. 
2. You can use a single word to develop any 
personality characteristic that you wish you 
had more of— such as patience, self-confi­ 
dence, serenity, willpower or whatever. 
3. The image a given word conjures up in your 
mind depends on whether you’re a man or a 
woman. 
4. Swear words, when chosen discriminately 
and employed judiciously, do much to empha­ 
size and make more credible the message you 
are trying to get across. 


ANSWERS 


1. False. There is no basis for the notion that 
having a conversation with yourself—as long 
as you understand what you say— indicates 
that you’re losing your marbles. Psychological 
studies of internal speech— talking to oneself 
silently or aloud— and the thinking process 
show that: “Internal speech, as a mechanism 
of human thought, organizes and directs 
thought, maintains its purposeful character 
and leads to logical completion of the process. 
2. True. Studies at the Psychosynthcsis Research 
Foundation show that any word possesses the 
power of stimulating the activity associated 
with it. A technique found effective in modify­ 
ing or changing a person’s behavior or atti­ 
tudes is described as follows: “Choose a word 
that expresses the quality you want to develop 
(courage, patience, confidence, etc.). Put a 
card with that word printed on it where it will 
be easily noticed— at the bedside, on a desk, 
table or wall.” Even if you do not consciously 
notice it, its visual image produces an impres­ 
sion on your receptive unconscious and works 
on it. 
3. True. One study has shown, for example, 
that while women tended to associate the word 
“garden" with flowers, the image it conjured 
up in men was likely to be weeds and vege­ 
tables (“decoration for the female, outdoor 
occupation for the m ale"). Women associated 
the word "baby” with darling, while men asso­ 
ciated it with cry. The word “make” was as­ 
sociated by men with money, while it made 
women think of dress. “Shift” made men think 
of football, while the same word caused women 
to think of the gear shift in an automobile. 
4. False— according to studies at the Univer­ 
sity of Kentucky, where it was found that 
“profanity in communications had a detrimen­ 
tal effect on the perceived credibility of the 
communicator.” Such practice may make your 
speech more colorful, but it is likely
